Hello Wanda, 

Sorry for the delay in response, it’s been crazy these last couple of days. 

OK. So, I’ve been working on this end on a number of fronts. 

1. As I mentioned earlier, BART is doing earthquake work at the site, and I am still unsure about if I’ll be able to get an artist on the project with enough time to paint 
the mural. I think we should have a Plan B (see below). 

2. Reaching out to artists - I’ve had some great interest from a number of interesting artists, which is really exciting. You said you have some artists to be considered, 
so can you provide me with their names & emails so I can reach out to them about the project. What I’m learning from the artists I have spoken with is that some could 
do an artwork in the time remaining, though a number of people also would like to take a bit more time to make the project really great. 

3. The Planter - thankfully I found out in time that it was scheduled to be removed. I’ve asked if it can be retained and have gotten the okay, however now I'll need 
to find the resources to transition it to a bench. This will definitely take longer than end of the year. 


PLAN B 

So with the uncertainty of timing for earthquake work, and allowing the artists to have time to do the project, an idea I had was to pay an artist to paint a temporary 
mural on a canvas that can be displayed at the 10 th anniversary. Possibly it could hang in the station after the 10* anniversary event until the final artwork is completed 
outside even. Depending on the artist would could maybe do a mural that is painted with community, or it could be painted by the artist only. The permanent project 
could be announced at the 10* anniversary. We would pay to have the artist paint this mural, and I would hopefully be able to get our construction crew to help install. 

I just want to make sure we have something for the 10* anniversary - I know you have been worried about this. And with the earthquake work, it may be best to think 
about the temporary project as a way to make sure that happens. 

I have a couple of amazing artists who are really interested in participating in this project and I’m sure there are others - I just want to make sure we have an amazing 
permanent project and with the unknown of getting access to the site, I am also concerned. 

Do you want to have a phone call next week to discuss? Or, would you prefer to meet with everyone to discuss?
